One of the major changes made in the Illinois Dental Practice Act at the 
recent Assembly is to require that a written work order be given by the dentist 
to the dental laboratory for all work to be done by the laboratory.

Effects of New Legislation on You, the Dentist 


Re-registration 


In March 1960 you are required by law to re-register with the Department 
of Registration and Education on payment of a fee of $6.00, and this must be 
repeated every two years during March of the even-numbered years; that is, 
if you re-register March 1960 you will again re-register in 1962, 1964; etc. After 
March 1960 the Department will send a copy of all dentists registered to the 
County Recorder, making unnecessary each dentist registering his license with 
the County Recorder. If you do not register within certain time limits you are 
subject to loss of license and possible re-examination. If license has expired it 
can be restored any time within five years by payment of all lapsed fees and a 
restoration fee of $5.00. 


Written Work Authorization for Laboratory Work 


Every piece of work sent to a dental laboratory must be accompanied by a 
written work order, filled out in duplicate, one to go to and be retained by the 
dental laboratory and the other to be retained by the dentist. These written 
work orders should be retained by dentist and dental laboratory for at least 
three years and shall be available for inspection by authorized agents of the 
Department of Registration and Education. Failure to comply by either dentist 
or laboratory is considered a misdemeanor—the dentist is liable to suspension 
or revocation of license and the laboratory a fine. 


Phone Book Advertising 


A dentist may list only name, address and phone number. A laboratory may 
list only name, address and phone number. Any other listing will be illegal.

straight, the society has compiled the fol- 
lowing fallacies [those false ideas that 
spread so fast] and facts: 

Fallacy: Pregnancy causes tooth de 
cay. 

Fact: Any increase in decay during 
pregnancy is probably due to an unsuper- 
vised diet and neglect of proper mouth 
hygiene. 

Fallacy: A mother loses a tooth for 
every child born. 

Fact: There is no foundation for this 
statement. 

Fallacy: The unborn child absorbs 
calcium from the teeth of the mother. 


Fact: Studies have shown that a preg-. 


nant woman’s teeth do not release cal- 
cium or other elements for the benefit 
of the developing child. 

Fallacy: The mother’s diet before the 
baby is born determines whether or not 
the child will have good, well-formed 
teeth. 

Fact: An expectant mother needs a 
balanced diet for her own health and for 
the health and growth of the unborn 
child. Adequate supplies of calcium and 
minerals are needed for the developing 
teeth and bones but other factors, heredi- 
tary and environmental, also affect the 
size, shape, and arrangement of teeth. 

Fallacy: There is no need to fill cavi- 
ties in primary teeth because they will be 
replaced anyway. 

Fact: It is just as important to fill 
cavities in primary teeth as in permanent 
teeth. The primary teeth are needed for 


chewing, for speech, and to maintain the 
shape of the jaws so that the permanent 
teeth will erupt in position. 

Fallacy: Six-year molars are eventu- 
ally replaced by permanent teeth so they 
need not be cared for. 

Fact: Six-year [first permanent] molars 
are permanent teeth and are not re- 
placed, except by artificial teeth. 

Fallacy: When a toothache occurs, 
it is too late to save the tooth and it must 
be removed. 

Fact: Sometimes this is true, but most 
of the time the tooth can be saved by 
proper treatment. 

Fallacy: Toothbrushing prevents the 
deposit of tartar on the teeth. 

Fact: It is unlikely that brushing will 
completely prevent the deposit of tartar 
or that it will remove hardened tartar 
from the teeth.
